GROWING PEAS IN CITRUS BELT 

The intensely hot wave that 
| swept the Southern California  cit- 
rus belt in June and destroyed ap- 
| proximately 90 per cent of the young} 
navetl oranges has naturally raised | 
the question of an alternative in-| 
come for the orange growers. 

In San Bernardino county it has} 
been proposed that the citrus gr-| 
chards, or the younger ones at 
least, be planted to peas and that a 
cannery be installed to can them. 
The project is being pushed by the 
commercial bodies of the towns 
rather than by the growers them- 
selves, and the roseate statement is 
made that the plan is doubly com- 
mendable because it will give the 
growers an income in an otherwise 
lean year and at the same time es- 
tablish a new canning industry in 
the region. 

In one of the fanciful tales I 
heard in my youth it was said that 
a pot of gold might be found at the 
base of the: rainbow—but I never 
heard that a single rainbow could 
be made to yield two pots. What- 
ever crops may fail in this war- 
ridden year it is plain that there is 
to be no shortage in the crop. of

nardino county. 
of the freeze of January, 1913, no 
injury has ever occurred here to} 
even the tenderest leaves on the or-| 
ange trees, and yet peas have fre-} 
quently been frozen. So seldom have 
the half-dozen favorable conditions 
been in conjunction ‘that for several 
years I have grown no peas at all, 
even where the orange trees were 
small enough to permit it. 

Unless the soil is fertile and in 
good physical and mechanical condi- 
tion—that is to say, well supplied 
with humus—peas will not thrive. It 
is doubtless true that leguminous 
plants will take nitrogen from the 
atmosphere, jbut it. will surely require 
one Monee: eoneition of them to 
make life wrth while for the next 
one. 

In the aforesaid- advice to pea 
planters it is affirmed that peas may 
be planted as late as September 1.) 
This is equivalent to saying, plant} 
them in August. Now, be it known, 
peas do not thrive in hot weather— |! 
and September in the inland citrus | 
belt is almost always hot. After a/| 
dozen years’ experience I decided 
that September 20 was the earliest | 
date on which it was safe to plant. | 
If started sooner they seem to be-| 
come discouraged and the vines are} 


frequently destroyed by a worm) 
which has never molested the later | 
plantings. Young pea plants will} 


withstand a greater degree of cold | 
than those which are in bloom; and, | 
even if peas planted in August hap- | 


cold |

spell strikes them. 

On the other hand I found 
peas planted later than October 10 
get into market so late that they 
come into competition with those 
grown by cheap Asiatic labof® on 
lower lying land—and the Cauca- 
sain has not yet mastered the Ori- 
ental mode of life. 

Another difficulty in growing peas 
lies in the problem of eliminating 
the weeds. If there happens to come | 
a rain within six weeks after plant- 
ing there will be a crop of weeds 
that will be exceedingly trouble- 
some—unless the weed seeds are all 
started by copious irrigation before 
the ground is made ready for the 
peas. 

If, instead of a winter that is too 
cold there comes one that is warm 
and wet, it is almost certain that 
mildew will be rampant and will in- 
terfere with best results. If the 
ground to be planted is near any 
wild land there wili be rabbits and 
quails to contend with. It is a mat- 
ter of record, however, that no game 
warden has yet found a jury that 
would protect these pests on the 
Way-up Ranch. 

If, in conclusion, the pea crop has 
passed safely through all these vi- 
cissitudes, it has yet to be picked 
and marketed; and there is no more 
soul-trying experience than getting 
peas picked in the proper stage of 
development. I think it was this 
one difficulty more than any other 
that terminated the industry on my 
place, while there was yet abundant 
room between the trees. 

Frankly, I think the planting of

peas in orange groves for canning 
purposes will prove a_ disappoint- 
ment. I do not know where the 


canned peas of commerce are grown 
but beileve it is in regions of cooler 
summers where they may be planted

These meet twice a month and dis- 
icuss selling methods, market condi- 
tions, and matters of interest to the 
alfalfa grower. A central 
maintained with a man in charge, 
and through this office those mem- 
bers of the association who wish 
can sell their hay, the cost being to 
them 50 cents per ton.

COMPLY WITH LAW REGARDING 
AUTO LIGHTS 


H. A. French, superintendent of 
the state motor vehicle department, 
has issued a bulletin showing how 
to comply with the new headlight 
law. To ascertain when a light is 
forty-two inches from the ground at 
a distance of 75 feet in front of 
the car, follow these instructions: 

(a) Have the light focused so 
that the reflected rays will be con- 





densed in solid volume as much as 
possible, and so as to eliminate 
stray rays as far as possible. To 


focus a light, place the car in front 
of a building or any perpendicular 
flat surface of ten or‘ fifteen feet, 
and by adjusting the bulb backward 
or forward reduce the area of light 
as much as possible, and make the 
light from both lamps as nearly uni- 
form as possible. This is the most 
difficult of the three things neces- 
sary to overcome objectionable glare. 

(b) Place the machine on the level 


and measure a distance of 75 feet 
to the front. 
(c) Make a mark on a_ board 


broom handle or on the coat of an 
individual forty-two inches from 
the ground and see that the upper 
circumference of the solid volume of 
reflected light does not strike above 
the mark at 75 feet in front of the 
light. Police officers and others may 
easily determine the distance from 
the ground by noting a certain but- 
ton, pocket, lapel or any other dis- | 
tance mark on iheir wearing appa-| 
rel. By stepping in front of the 
machine on the level at a distance | 
approximating 75 feet they may eas-| 
ily determine whether or not the| 
lights are properly reflected.

Here is the story told by the last 
of the Pomo magicians as to how 
the cult of the “Bear Doctors” first 
began: 

Long, long ago, when there were 
no Indians on earth, but the birds 
and the animals were all human, 
there was a large village on the 
western slope of a hill overlooking 
the northern end of Clear lake, in 
California. One day the bird-peo- 
ple who lived in this village snared 
a large grizzly bear. Each of the 
birds in turn—Blue Jay, Hawk, Rob- 
in, Woodpecker and all the rest— 
tried in vain to carry the dead griz- 
zly back to the village. Finally, it 
was the smallest of all the birds 
which succeeded in the task, amd as 
a reward he was presented with the 
bear skin. 

As the winner was gloating one 
day over the possession of the dead 
grizzly’s skin, he grew envious of 
the huge bear’s powers of endurance, 
his ferocity, and his cunning. With 
his brother’s aid, he dug a secret 
cavern at the foot of a precipice, 
and there after four months of work, 
they succeeded in making from the 
grizzly’s pelt a ceremonial] outfit rich 
in magic power. He who put on 
the bear skin with due magic rites 
could climb the loftiest mountains, 
through the thickest brush and up 
the steepest slopes with great speed 
and as much ease as though in a 
level open valley, and could cover 
a hundred miles in half a day. He 
could tire out and outdistance the 
real bears, and kill them with ease. 

These were-wolf powers so tempt- 
ed the two brothers that a few days 
later they attacked and killed a 
hunter, and a few days later still 
another, despoiling each of his treas- 
ure of beads and food. Such mur- 
der and plunder went on until at 
last their secret was suspected. The 
men of the village ambuscaded the 
two brothers, attacking them from 
the rear, jerked the bear head masks 
from their faces. They had incurred 
the supernatural penalty which 
awaited any magician who should
